CRIMINAL TABLES EOR THE YEAR 1856. 



PREFATORY REMARKS. 

The Tables showing the number of persons committed, or bailed for offences, 
for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in the several counties and towns in 
Ireland in the year 1856, with the result of the proceedings, have been furnished, 
as in previous years, by the Local Inspectors of the several Gaols, and are com- 
piled from Returns made by the Clerks of the Crown and Peace, pursuant to 
7th George IV., cap. 74, and from the records of the gaols. From the last- 
named source the age, sex, and state of instruction of the several persons on 
committal have been ascertained. 

The number of cases before magistrates and petty sessions, and the number 
of persons committed within the year (to the county and town gaols), for 
drunkenness, under the Act of 6 and 7 "William IV., cap. 38, are inserted at foot 
of each County Return, furnished by the Local Inspectors, and a Summary 
Table showing the number of such in each county in the years 1855 and 1856 
is given at page xxiii • but these numbers are excluded in the calculations, &c. 
in these remarks. 

From the Returns furnished by the several Local Inspectors the under-named 
Summary Tables have been compiled.

No. I. A Table showing the number of persons committed or bailed for trial 
at Assizes and Quarter Sessions in the year 1856, charged with each description 
of offence, with the result of the proceedings — and also the age, sex, and state 
of instruction of the several offenders on committal, vide pages xiv, xv.

Table showing the number of persons committed or bailed for trial 
for each description of offence in each year, from 1850 to 1856, with the result 
of the proceedings, vide pages xx, xxi. ' 

No. V. Table showing the total ntimber of convictions, acquittals, and com- 
mittals, at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, in each year respectively, from 1850 to 
1856, in each county, vide page xxii. 

Committals. 

The Returns for 1856 exhibit a still further reduction in the number of per- 
sons committed for trial at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, which, since 1849 (when 
they amounted to 41,989), have been declining year by year : in the present 
instance they number but 7,099, little more than one-sixth of those in 1849. As 
compared with 1855, the committals in 1856 exhibit a reduction of 1,913, or 
21-23 per cent. The table following shows the increase or decrease per cent, in

An examination of the items which make up each of these classes shows the 
followng alterations between 1856 and the year immediately preceding. 



Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

“Murder,” the first item, 55 in 1855, 30 in 1856 — 25. “Attempts to Mm-der ” 
31 in 1855, 23 in 1856 — 8. “Shooting at, stabbing, (See.,” 65 in 1855, 59 in 
1856 — 6. “Solicitation to murder” and “Conspiracy to murder” taken collec- 
tively, afforded 12 in 1856 against IS in 1855. “ Manslaughter” numbered the 
same in both yeans, viz., 80. “Concealing birth of infants,’’ 36 in 1855, 33 in 1856.' 
“Rape,” committals for this crime amounted to 48 in 1855, and to 42 in 1856. 
“Assaults, with intent to ravish” “Carnally abusing girls between 10 and 12 
years of age,” and “ Assaults witli intent to do so,” showed 89 committals in 1855 
and 86 in 1856. “Abduction” afforded but 5 committals in 1855, and 9 in 1856 • 
“Bigamy,” 9 in both years. “Assaults,” 1563 in 1856 against 1607 in 1855; and 
“Assaults on peace officers in the execution of duty” fell from 108 in 1855 to 
93 in 1856. ’ 

Class II . — Offences against Frope^'ty committed with Violence. 

Of the several olFences in this section the following present reductions to a 
considerable amount, as compared with 1855, viz. : — “Burglary” 196 in 1856, 
against 231 in 1855 ; “Housebreaking,” 36 in 185C, 50 in 1855. “Breaking into 
curtilage of dwelling houses and stealing,” reduced from 27 in 1855, to 10 in 
1856. “Misdemeanours vnth intent to steal” 1 in 1856, against 25 in 1855. 
“Robbery declined from 89 in 1855, to 57 in 1856. “Breaking into shops 
and stealing” and “Talcing and holding forcible possession” both show an 
increase in 1856 over 1855, in the first named from 4 to 12, and in the last 
from 208 in 1855 to 223 in 1856. 

Class III. Offences against Property commiiied icithout Violence. 

Of the 18 crimes included in this section, all show in 1856 a lesser number of 
committals than in 1855, except 4, viz. — “Larceny in dwelling houses to the 
value of £5,’^’ increased from 81 to 89 ; “Stealing in shops,” 82 in 1856, 81 in 
1855; “Stealing fixtures, trees, shrubs, (Stc., growing,” gave 16 committals in 1856 
against 1 in 1855; and “Embezzlement,” 47 in 1856 against 41 in 1855. 



Class IV ; — Malicious offences against Property. 

In this class, the following are the most noticeable alterations between 1856 
and the preceding year; “Arson (capital)” fell from 25 to 19; “Attacking 
Dwelling-houses,’ 9 in '1855, 5 in 1856; “Setting fire to houses, com, &c.,” in- 
creased to 9 in 1856 against 2 in 1855; and “Riot,” from 15 in 1855 to 20 in 1856. 



Class V . — Forgery and offences against the Cuirency. 

All the items coining under this classification exhibit in 1856 a lesser number 
of committals than in 1855, with one exception, namelj'; “Having in possession 
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implements of coining,” for wliicli crime 7 persons -svere committed in 1856, and 
2 only in 1855. 

Class VI . — Ofewes not included in the above Classes. 

■ ^ ^ ^ Offences not iu- 

Thc crimes in this section ■which show a reduction in 1856, as compared with eluded in the 
1855 are: “Riot, Breach of Peace, &c.,” the committals for wliich, fell from 685 ab»vo Classes, 
in the prc\dous year, to 661 in 1856, and “Felonies not included, &c.,” under 
which heading the returns of 1855 gave 83, and those for 1856 but 65. ^ On the 
other hand, ‘‘Assembling armed unlawfully," rose to 55 in 1856 against 1 in 
1855; “Rescuing Prisoners," from 3 in 1855, to 11 in 1856; “Perjury,” from 
17 in 1855, to 26 in 1856 ; “Rescue and refusing to aid peace officers,” from 202 
in 1 855, to 276 in 1856 ; and “Keeping disorderly houses,” wffiich increased from 
4 committals in 1855, to 11 in 1856. 

The subjoined Table gives a return of the number of persons sent lor trial at 
Assizes and Sessions, for the more serious olfences,; in each of the years fr’oin 
1849 to 1856, and exhibits a progressive and steady decline in the amount of 
crime in the period embraced thereby : —

Convictions. Convictions. 

The convictions in 1856 were 4,024, or 56'68 per cent, of the committals, 
viz., 7,009. It appears, by the following Table, that the con'victions in 1856 
were a somewhat less per centage of the committals than in any year since 
1850, when they were but 54‘61 per cent. : —

Of the 3,075 not convicted in 1856, 11, or 0'36 per cent, were found insane; 
1,426 “ 4G-37 per cent., not guilty on trial; in 948 instances = 30-83 per cent., 
no bills were found; no prosecutions took place in 559 cases = 18-18 per cent. ; 
and 131 persons were bailed and not tried «= 4-26 per cent. 

Insane Pnsoners. 

Of the 11 persons found insane, 1 was- charged •with “Shooting at, 6 mth 
assaults, 2 with arson, 1 -with an unclassified felony, and 1 with an unclassmed 
misdemeanor.

Education. 

From tlic following Tables, sotting fortli the state of education on committal 
of the parties committed for trial in each of the years from 1850 to 1856, it 
appears that, as stated in the introductory remai'ks to tlie Tables for 1855, 
“ education is progrevssing to some extent amongst that portion of the population 
■wliich supplies the inmates of gaols,” for the returns for 1856 give a higher per 
centage of prisoners able to read and write than those for 1855. The second of 
the Tables on education excludes from the calculations the parties whose state 
of education could not be ascertained : —

Comparing the per centages exhibited in this Table, as relating to the sexes, 
it would appear that between 1855 and 1856 the females have progressed some- 
what faster than the males, as the former increased under the heading “ Wlio 
could Read and Write,” from 9'82 per cent, in 1855 to 12*29 per cent, in 1856; 
whilst in the males for 1856 the per centage is nearly the same as in 185^ viz., 
’30 against 29*76 in 1855. The heading “ Who could neite Read nor Write” 
also bears out the proposition of the greater increase of education amongst females 
than males.

This Table shows the gi’atifying fact of the continued decline of juvenile 
prisoners, as remarked upon with reference to ijie Tables for 1855, especially as 
to males ; those under 16 in 1855 numbering 556 males and 175 females, and 
in 1856 but 384 males and 130 females. 

From the next Table may be learned the proportion which the committals in 
each county, &c., bear to the population of each district, the sexes also being 
distinguished.
